And if you wonder what's Waring tooting 
about, the answer is that after 12 years, nine 
months and-22 days of writing three columns 
a week from Ottawa and places like Pnom 
Penh, Madrid, Tokyo, Washington and Tuk- 
toyaktuk, I have arrived at column humber 
2,000, 

And if you say, so what?—well, just put 
it down as one of Waring’s foibles. Years 
ago Senator Nancy Hodges told me proudly 
that she'd written 2:000 columns when she 
worked for the Victoria ‘Times, and that 
figure became to me what Maurice Richard's 
544 goals were to Gordie Howe. 

There's no record involved — just a great 
satisfaction. A million or so people read the 
papers from New Brunswick to British-Co- 
lumibia that carry this column, and that 
makes me a millionaire in a way that is more 
important to me than money. 

Now, don't some wise guy come along 
with a million bucks...

I'd even forgotten what I wrote my first 
column about, on Feb, 13, 1951, until I looked 
up no. ‘one in the files: 

“War criminal Kurt Meyer, who is serv- 
tng a life sentence for the murder of Cana- 
dian soldiers, will not. walk out of the Mart- 
time Penitentiarf. a free man,” I wrote. 
“What may happen, however, is his transfer 
to a prison in the British zone of Ger 
many...” That of course is what happened. 

The files bulge, a chronicle of current

A columnist is an odd duck among his 
fellow journalists, He's a combination of 
reporter, editorial writer, humorist and 
essayist, He can have all the-qualities of .a 
good ‘newspaperman — sources, knowledge, 
understanding, judgment, perspective, in- 
sight, writing ability, honor—but that doesn’t 
make him a columnist unless he also has a 
point of view, something to say that comes 
from within himself, and a willingness to say 
it. I remember one colleague who tried to 
write a column called, modestly, “This Man's 
Opinion.” Trouble was, he ‘had no opinions. 

x * * 

Why write a column? I suppose because 
of the journalistic freedom of this format, 
and the satisfaction.of putting forward your 
own ideas as a contribution towards public 
understanding. This is power, part of the 
“power of the press.” And besides, no editor 
in his right mind would think of ordering a 
columnist out of his comfortable sanctum 
to “cover that fire at Main and Elm!” 

The worst days in the life of a columnist 
are those when he stares bleakly at fresh 
paper in typewriter, dismayed at the realiza- 
tion that he has nothing to say and 500 words 
in which to say it. 

Those are the days he swéats. Deadlines 
are inexorable. But in this business some 
how the column gets written, because writ- 
ing is nine parts work and only one part 
inspiration. 

So much for this milestone—but don’t go 
away. I've just begun to write!

With Blessing

HEMER, West Germany—German taverns are open 
till. a.m. and all day aswell. | 

Does this make-for drunkenness? Cortetaly not; 
among German. civilians, for you never see a drunk on 
the streets, But what about Canadian soldiers, accustomed 
to restricted hours of drinking. 

“Some of them go hog-wild the first wee or two,” 
said Cpl. James Hayward of Victoria, now stationed with 
the First Battalion, Princess Patricia's Canadian “Light 
Infantry at Fort MacLeod. 

“After that they settle down and don't drink any 
more than they would at home—perhaps less. My own 
belief is, the harder it is to get something the more 
people want it. That's human nature for you.” 

Many officers and NCOs agree with Corporal Hay- 
ward. 

MORE CIVILIZED 

“The Gérman attitude to drink is much more | 
civilized,” says Sgt. Peter Farrell, also with the PPCLI. | 

“Out in B.C. we have a prissy puritan attitude. Drink 
is something not quite nice—something you don't talk 
about. That's why people drink on the sly—in lavatories 
and behind trees. 

“In Germany all kinds of people go into taverns— 
priests, doctors, lawyers and most other types. They 
take a drink when they feel like it—at almost any time 
of the day.c Yet you couldn't call them alcoholics. 

“They just don’t hit the booge the way Canadians 
do, Perhaps that is because they're more relaxed.” 

This afternoon I visited a-i7?th-century Lutheran 
church near here. Inside I met the minister—a grey, 
ascetic-looking man, who- told me something of the 
church's history in rather haltering English. 

Two hours later, after considerable walking, | turned 
into a picturesque. red-roofed tavern for a glass of beer. 

And the first person | saw was—the church minister.

On Saturday, Feb. 1, 1958, Diefenbaker took 
a Department of Transport Viscount to Quebec 
City, where Governor-General Vincent Massey was 
temporarily in-residence to open the city’s winter 
carnival. 

‘To put the Opposition off guard, the aircraft's 
night plan™showed Winnipeg as its destination. 
But at 12:10 p.m. it touched down at Quebec City, 
and Diefenbaker was immediately driven to the 
Citadel for a 33-minute conference with the Gov- 
ernor-General. -By 3:50 he was back in Ottawa, 
and at 5:59 he walked into the Commons 


Since the governor-general had five hours previously 
affixed the Great Sea! of Canada to the proclamation of 
dissolution, Parliament ‘no longer had any constitutional 
life when Diefenbaker made his election announcement. 
But the niceties of the situation had become irrelevaint 

As Jimmy Sinclair, the Liberal frontbencher from 
Vancouver, shouted: “All by myself with my little hatchet, 
I chopped down the cherry tree!” Canada’s 23rd Parliament 


ceased to exigt, in fact as well as in lew. 

That night Diefenbaker addressed a footstomping 

e@udience at the closing banquet of the National Young 

Progressive Conservative Association convention at Ot- 
tawa’s Chateau Laurier Hotel. “The campaign starts to- 
night!” he shouted, and the young Tories cheered like first- 
nighters at La Scala. 

The official campaign did not actually begin until 10 
days later, when Diefenbaker left Ottawa by train for his 
first major speaking engagément in Winnipeg. As the 
cars jolted out of Union Station, he assured reporters that 
now he was prime minister, his campaign would-be differ- 
ent. There would be no undignified whistie-stop election- 
eering, just one speech a day discussing national issues. 

Diefenbaker's resolve didn't last more than a few 
hours, At .Capreol, north of Sudbury, when he spied-a 
huddie.of voters outside his car on the station platform, 
the prime minister threw on his coat, and bounded out 
into the 24-below-zero night to shake their hands. 

Much later that night,as the train sfopped briefly at 
Nakina, in the Thunder Bay wilderness of northern On- 
tario,. Mrs. Diefenbaker spotted a band of 22 shivering 
children and a dog,.out to catch a glimpse of ~ prime 
minister, 


Dressing Gown Appearance 


She went out to explain that he had long since gone 
to bed but, just as the train was pulling out, Diefenbaker 
appeared waving, in a dressing gown, on the rear plat- 
form. He could hear an answering cheer, as the brave 
little delegation was left behind in the chill darkness. 

‘ Diefenbaker: spent much of the journey polishing the 
draft of his Winmipeg speech. By 8 o'clock on the evening 
of Feb. 12, the Winnipeg Auditorium was jammed with 
5,000 supporters; 800 others filled the adjacent Concert 
Halt; hundreds more had to be turned away. The evening 
provitied a good preview of the campaign to come: Diefen- 
baker's 54-minute speech was interrupted 46 times by 
laughter and applause. 

After vaguely outlining his intentions to improve the 
communications, transportation and hydro facilities of the 
Canadian North, Diefenbaker abandoned his text and burst 
out with the rallying ery that he would carry across the 
nation: “This is the Vision,” he proclaimed. ‘ “Canadians, 
realize your opportunities! This is the message I give you, 
my fellow Canadians. Not one of defeatism. Jobs! Jobs 
for hundreds of thousands of Canadians. . A-new Vision! 
A new hope! A new soul for Canada!” 

During the next 46 days, Diefenbaker journeyed 17,000 
miles, delivering 85 variations of his Winnipeg opening 
speech: His audiences quivered. They cheered almost 
every time he paused for breath. “The memory of that 
sweeping tide lingers with all.of us who faced it,” Douglas 
Fisher, the CCF’/NDP “member from Port Arthur resalled 
later. “It was irrational in its surge.” 

There was little doubt that the Vision had struck a re- 
@ponse in the national subconsciousness. Having inadver- 
tently elected John Diefenbaker as their prime minister 
eight months before; mast of the voters now seemed de- 
termined to commit ‘themselves to bim. 


a Trouble-Free Future? 


Tt was as if the people had come to identify John 
Diefenbaker with their own individual desires for a trouble- 
free future. At times, the election seemed somehow to 
move beyond polities. Diefenbaker transformed it into a 
séeeular passion play, with himself as its quasi-divine hero. 

John. Diefenbaker’s charisma established an empathy 
with his audiences. His listeners came away lost in @ 
cause they did not fully comprehend. When he stood bare- 
headed inthe rain; addressing a small crowd at Penticton, 
B.C., some of his listeners were seen closing their umbrellas. 

In Fredericton, N.B., a crush of swooning women held 
up ‘their children to touch the hem of his coat. At Grand 
Falls, Nfid,, he brought an audience of rough loggers to 
their feet with the appeal: “We'll build a nation of 50,000,- 
000 people within the lifetime of many of you here. . I'm 
asking you™to catch a Vision of the greatness and the 
potential of this.nation.” 

On Election Day—March 31—Lester Pearson, a wilted 
éarnation in his buttorihole, went to the Chateau Laurier 
Hotel to eat oyster stew and watch the results on tele- 
vision. “The oysters were wonderful,” he told a friend 
Jater. “The television show was about the worst I ever 
saw.” By the end of the evening, he anfiounced that his 
immediate plans went no further than a brief-vacation in 
Florida, looking for sea shelis. 

Diefenbaker spent most of election day relaxing-in a 
room at Prince Albert's Avenitie Hotel. He was, once 
again, trying to read the Abraharn_Lincoin biography, but 
still couldn't summon much interest in it. 

By 3:15 Prince Albert time, the Martime results began 
stuttering across the teletype machine at Diefenbaker’s 
committee rooms. In Nove Scotia the Tories were leading in 
all seats. Senator Bill Brunt, a close associate of Diefen- 
baker's, leaning over the shoulders of Allister Grosart, who

The -vietory, he said, was not one of person or 
of party. It was a victory for the democratic process. 

The final tabulations showed that Diefenbaker had 
achieved an unprecedented politica! victory. No Canadian 
Parliament had ever been so one-sided. With the excep 
tion of Newfoundland, where he came Within 1 per cent, 
Diefenbeker had been accorded the majority vote in every 
province. © 

The Conservative Party not only won 208 of the 265 
Commons seats, but it wiped out Liberal representation 
in six of the 10 provinces. The Liberals, with just 36 per 
cent of the vote, were reduced to 48 MPs, their smallest 
contingent since Confederation. Three,more Liberal cabi- 
net ministers—Jimmy Sinclair, James Gardiner and 
George Marler—were defeated. 

The Social Credit Party, which had held 19 seats in 
the 1957 House; was completely wiped out, The CCF 
membership in the Commons was reduced from 28 to 
five. The leaders of both minor parties, M. J. Coldwell 
and Solon Lew, went down to defeat 

Probably the most astonisning result was the Tory 
sweep of Quebec, which elected twice as many Conserva- 
tives as Liberals—something that hadn't happened since 
the days of Sir John A. Macdonald. Diefenbaker sky- 
recketed the popularity of his party in French Canada to 
62 per cent of the vpte—just one percentage point behind 
the Tory vote in “true-blue” Ontario. The Canadian In- 
stitute of Public Opinion showed Conservative popularity 
at 60 per cent—a higher standing than eny party had 
achieved since its surveys began. 

When he flew back to Ottawa from Prince Albert the 
day after the election, John Diefenbaker was not only the 
most successful federal politician in Canadian history, but 


he had more support in his own country than the leader’ 


of any other democratic government in the world. 

The man from Prince Albert had promised, that if the 
people gave him a*mandate, he would ensure their well- 
being. The voters certainly had honored their end of the 
unwritten Compact. Now they confidently expected the 
prime minister to keep his.
